WHEREAS, the term “victim” is more than just a label
and has legal standing and protections that go along with

President Hudson: Thank ycu both for everything you
do.

President Connie Hudson: Do we have any speakers this
morning?

Sharee Broussard, Public Affairs Director: VYes,

Commissioner. We have two (2) pages worth of speakers this
morning.

President Hudson: Okay.

Sharee Broussard: Three (3) people have signed up to
speak regarding Agenda Item #35, approve preliminary plat
only c¢f Longmire Trail.

Marion Kirschner, 4729 Megan Court, Mobile, Alabama
36619: Good morning. I live in the Chad Estate
Subdivision. I recently purchased Lot 12, which backs up
to the proposed subdivision they’re talking about here. We
definitely have some concerns. First and foremost, this is
about forty-four (44) acres, most of which are wetlands.
There are many different types of wildlife, especially
birds that fly in and out. They are birds you shouldn’t
see typically in this area unless they are in wetlands,
like red wing blackbirds, egrets, Mississippi kites, and
things like that. I am concerned as to whether or not this
plat is going to do a well enough job giving these wetlands
and preservation for these different types of species to
come in and thrive. In addition, we are concerned about
drainage,  issues. We don’t have any types of flooding
problems where we are now. This 1s supposed to be a two
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hundred nineteen (219) lot subdivision. When you try to
cram two hundred nineteen (219) lots into forty (40) acres,
you den’t have a lot of room to work with. Thirdly, our
issue is traffic. If you have two hundred nineteen (219)
lots, two hundred nineteen (219) houses, and two hundred
nineteen (219) families, that is a huge amount of traffic
that you’re adding to the streets. Where these streets
are, there are no traffic lights. We just have traffic
circles. 1It’'s going to be a continuous influx of
merry-go-round traffic. T am wondering if that’s going to
be safe for neighbors and kids to go out and play. The
fourth issue that we want to make sure has been addressed
is schools. My daughter goes to Theodore High School, but
I think some of this will fall in the Baker High School
district. Is that going to be inundated with students? Is
it going to be able to accommodate the influx, whether it’s
elementary or middle school? What about buses? Will there
be enough buses to handle the capacity of kids who would be
residing in this new neighborhood? All in all, we want to
make sure that everything has been addressed. This is a
huge construction that they’re talking about doing. The
lot side is beautiful, it’s pristine, and there’s wildlife
like coyotes and all kinds of things. It’'s very quiet and
very peaceful. I don’t know that all of these other issues
have been thoroughly addressed. Two hundred nineteen (219)
properties mean a lot of people moving in. It's a very
small landscape to deal with. That’s my argument. Thank
you.

President Connie Hudson: Thank you.

Sharee Broussard, Public Affairs Director: We have
two (2) more signed up to speak.

Commissioner Randall Dueitt: Matthew Barclift,
Engineering Development Manager, are you coming down to
speak on this, or do you want to wait?

President Connie Hudson: Yeah, why don’t you wait.
Let’s let them speak. I was going to ask you to come up
and address some 0f these issues if you would.

Linda Mah, 4728 Megan Court, Mobile, Alabama 36619:
I am right next door to the acreage that is going to be a
subdivision. My main issue is I have had to deal with
moccasin snakes, copperhead snakes, and nutria rats. I
didn’t realize it would be that way when we purchased our
home. I have killed quite a few in the past five (5)
years. I lost my husband eight (8) months ago. I am there
by myself, and I'm having some health issues. =I feel that
if they clear all of this property, we are going to have a
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war with moccasin snakes, copperhead snakes, and nutria

rats that are bigger than cats. I am concerned because I
am next to the pond and the wetlands. It’s right there
beside me. That is my complaint.

President Connie Hudson: Thank you, Ms. Mah.

Commissioner Randall Dueitt: Are you in Chad Estates
as well?

Linda Mah: VYes.
Commissioner Dueitt: Thank you.
President Connie Hudson: Good morning, Mr. Williams.

George Williams, 4749 Megan Court, Mobile, Alabama

36619: Good morning, ma’am. I live in the same
subdivision. I live next door to Marion Kirschner and
across the street from Linda Mah on a cul-de-sac. I"11

keep my story short. I'm not telling this story for
sympathy. I'm just telling the story because it is what it
is. I spent twenty-seven (27) years in the U.S. Coast

Guard. My last unit was on Dauphin Island. I retired from
there in 2015. We fell in love with Mobile, Alabama, as a
lot of Coasties do. I have been diagnosed with

Post-Traumatic Stress Disorder (PTSD), and I have cancer as
well. Once again, it’s not for sympathy; it’s just for the
fact that it is a quiet neighborhood and one of the main

reasons we moved in. The quietness of it and the fact that
we were told it was wetlands, so there wouldn’t be
construction. After moving all over the country for

twenty-seven (27) years, I finally bought my forever home,
and I found out they’re going to put two hundred nineteen
(219) houses right next door to my neighbors. It will
affect me as well, along with the snakes and everything
else. The amount of nocise and stuff is going to be hard on
me. I'm not asking for your sympathy. I"1]l restate that
again. But this is just devastating to my family. That’s
all I got. Thank you.

President Hudson: Thank you, Mr. Williams.

Sharee Broussard, Public Affairs Director: Those were
the three (3) who signed up to speak on that particular
topic. We have one more signed up for a different topic
and others behind.

President Connie Hudson: Okay. Matthew Barclift,
Engineering Development Manager, if you could please
address their concerns?
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Commissioner Randall Dueitt: Before he speaks, I
would like to say a couple of things. I’11 let Matthew
Barclift, Engineering Development Manager, address the
issues of wetlands and let W. Bryan Kegley II, County
Engineer, speak on behalf of other concerns you have.
Schools are a big concern because I have children at Causey
Middle Scheool, and I'11 have a son at Baker High School
next year. Baker High School is the second highest
enrclled high school in the State of Alabama. Causey
Middle School is the highest enrolled middle school in the
State of Alabama. I had a meeting several weeks ago with
Chresal Threadgill, Mobile County Public School System
Superintendent, and some others with my concerns. I have
had some preliminary conversations with our Engineering
Department concerning the same issues you guys have. When
do we reach critical mass in not only our school system,
but also the Sheriff’s Office? When do we reach a point we
have to start looking at some of these subdivisions we’re
approving, and when do we need to slow down or ramp up? Or
at least let the school system catch up. I think it’d be
an easy task for the Sheriff’s Office to catch up. A lot
of these areas, like where you live in Chad Subdivision,
you’re on a volunteer fire department. Those are concerns
of mine as well. That’s my district, and that’s why I'm
addressing this. I do want you to understand that I have
had some preliminary conversations about those three (3)
items and traffic in the area as well. Mainly the school
system, the Sheriff’s 0Office, law enforcement, and public
safety. I"1l let Matthew Barclift, Engineering Development
Manager address the envircnmental cconcerns and maybe some
drainage issues. Thank you for being here today.

Matthew Barclift, Engineering Development Manager:
What we are asking you to approve today is a preliminary
plat. This is a three (3) phase subdivision. They have
gone through and delineated the wetlands on the entire
track. They have large common areas to set aside those
delineations of wetlands and have provided a twenty-five
(25) foot buffer around those areas which are designated as
wetlands. With regard to the wildlife, I don't know if
there’s anything we can do about that. We don’t have any
regulations in our toolbox to be able to do anything with
that. We can ask U.S. Fish and Wildlife Services to look
at it or ask them to ask one of their professionals to get
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Services to look at it. Beyond the
vector control, we don’t have any real jurisdiction over
that. We don’t have a noise ordinance, so there’s nothing
we can really do to control any noise. The only thing we
can do is say it’s in three (3) phases. It shouldn’t be
continuous through the whole process. Once it’s built out,
the noise should tamp down to what a normal neighborhood
would be. It provides interconnectivity between a couple
of routes that we already had in our long-range plan,
including the McFarland Road extension through the
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roundabout which was constructed there because they were
anticipating larger traffic flows. I think we’re already
trying to take measures where McFarland Road and Three
Notch Rcad are together, in addition to the roundabout at
Dawes Road. Beyond that, I’'m not sure if there are any
questions. It does meet all of the Mobile County
Subdivision Regulations.

President Hudson: The standard of approval for the
County, legally speaking, is as long as they meet the
requirements that are set forth in law in the Code in the
Mobile County Subdivision Regulations?

Matthew Barclift: Yes, ma’am.

President Hudson: Okay. What they have done so far,
you’'re saying, meets that? All of that?

Matthew Barclift: Yes, ma’am.

President Hudson: There are issues that the neighbors
are concerned about that the County has no control over;
for instance, the school situation, which would be a Mobile
County Public School System Board of Educaticn issue.

Matthew Barclift: Six (6) months to a year ago, we
were looking at some more preliminary plans, and we started
forwarding a lot of these to the Mobile County Public
School System Board of Education to let them know what was
coming. I'm sure this was one of the plats when we had a
preliminary meeting in December with the developers that we
sent it and said this was coming. Like us, they are
constrained by time, and it’s hard to prepare for something
that comes so quickly.

President Hudson: Understood. Commissioner Dueitt,
in order to be able to answer the questions that your
constituents have, are you prepared to move forward, or do
you want to wait to get more specific answers?

Commissioner Dueitt: I think with the consideration
of it being a three (3) phase setup and the way you're
explaining, and to keep ourselves out of possibly any legal
issues, W. Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer, or Jay Ross,
County Attorney, may be abkle to address those better than I
can. I don’t think we are in a position that we cannot
approve this because of some legal issues.

President Hudson: WNot approve, but delay.
Commissioner Dueitt: Yeah.

President Hudson: Jay Ross, County Attorney, can you
tell us from a legal standpoint what we can and cannot do?
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Jay Ross, County Attorney: Yes, ma’am.
Commissioners, I listened to what Matthew Barclift,
Engineering Development Manager said, and he’s exactly
correct. If it meets our criteria set forth by the State
of Alabama statute in our enactment of Mobile Ccunty
Subdivision Regulations, while the concerns of these people
are valuable, the County has no jurisdiction to enforce
matters beyond its properly passed rules and regulations.
Legally you have no choice but to grant it, whether you do
it today or perhaps in two (2) weeks from now. You have no
choice but to grant it, in my opinion.

President Hudson: At the same time, even though we
have no authority or jurisdiction over the schools or
wildlife issue, we can be advocates in terms of contacting
wildlife officials and advocating toc make sure we have
schools to accommodate the influx of people in an already
heavily stressed area.

Commissioner Dueitt: Again, in the last three (3)
weeks, W. Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer, and I met with
the Mobile County Public School System (MCPSS) to discuss.
Although we do not have jurisdiction over the school
system, there is some concern. They’re concerned as well.
The meeting was to discuss a potential location of a new
high school and middle school in that area. I know that
doesn’t alleviate all of your concerns. I don’t have an
issue with holding this over, and I'1ll personally meet with
you. Again, I think it’s going to happen either today or
in the next couple of weeks. If you’re asking that we
delay this and you would like to meet with me and maybe
some pecple from the Engineering Department to give you a
better understanding, I'd be glad to do that. I don’t
think that would cause an issue.

President Hudson: How time sensitive is this?
Commissioner Dueitt: Yes, how time sensitive is 1it?

Matthew Barclift: I would have tc talk with the
developer. They're all time sensitive.

Commissioner Dueitt: Do yocu hear him? They’ re
all time sensitive.

Matthew Barclift: They’re all time sensitive,
according to everyocne who talks to me.

Commissioner Dueitt: I'm willing to do that if it
would help you sit down with me and have more conversation.
I don’t see that two (2) weeks is going to make or break
anyone. That’s just how I feel about 1it, particularly when
you took the time to come down and express your coOncerns.

W. Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer, how do you feel about
it?
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President Hudson: Is that acceptable?
W. Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer: Commissioners,
it would require us some additional manpower to resend out

notices and things of that nature.

President Hudson: Oh, okay.

W. Bryan Kegley II: I really don’t know that there is
a problem with us proceeding ahead with the approval of

this preliminary plat at this point in time. One being the
phasing, but there are huge common areas with this
subdivision. If you lock at the plat, the area adjacent to

the Chad Subdivision has a big common area just to the
north of it. ©No lots are even being proposed. They’'re
basically preserving the wetlands that are out there.
There are large common areas adjacent to the existing
developed areas. I would think that would help alleviate
some of their concerns. The environmental issue of
rodents, snakes, and things of that nature, I don’t know
that we can control that at all. We have initiated
discussions with the Mobile County Public School System
Board of Education, as Commissicner Dueitt mentioned.
Finding an area for a new school out in that area is high
on their priority list. Right now, we are working with
them through the Pay-As-You-Go Program.

President Hudson: You’re saying that the delay would
be problematic for the County from the standpoint of having
to reauthorize or reissue notifications?

W. Bryan Kegley II: It would require additicnal labor
on our part. If the Commission desires to hold off two (2)
weeks, that’s not a problem. It’s just a little bit of
extra effort on our part.

President Hudson: QOkay. I’'1l leave it to you to do
whatever you decide.

Commissioner Dueitt: I would like toc have an
opportunity to speak with my constituents and hold this
over for two (2) weeks.

President Hudson: Okay.

W. Bryan Kegley II: Alright.

Commissioner Dueitt: I apclogize. I wasn’'t aware
there was an issue until this morning. I would like the
gpportunity to do that 1f it's ckay.

President Hudson: E. Edwin Kerr, Deputy County

Administrator, when we get to Agenda Item #35, we will plan
to hold that until the next meeting.
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Commissioner Dueitt: My assistant i1s on her way up to
see you right now.

Sharee Broussard, Public Affairs Director: We have
another gentleman signed up to speak on a different
subdivision, Agenda Item #34, which is Bentley’s Cove in
District 2.

President Connie Hudson: Good morning, Mr. Wilson.

Ken Wilson, 8151 Whisper Lakes Court, Mobile, Alabama
36619: Good morning. I am speaking about a proposed
subdivision called Two Ridge Subdivision, and it backs up
to my property. The only plat we have been provided with

is simply divided into two (2) lots. It"s one hundred
fifteen (115) acres overall, and it’s basically divided
intc two (2) sections. We have Lot 1 and Lot 2.

Lot 2 is the area that backs up to my room. Lot 2 in
particular, but alsc in a small area of Lot 1, there are
also wetlands. It’'s a very similar conversation to what
was Jjust had. Our concern is, first of all, the
development. Again, legally you have to let people buy the
property and do what they want to do. I'm more concerned
about the wetlands. I did some research intc wetland
buffer zones and requirements for clearances around those.
To be honest, I couldn’t find anything. It looks like the
State of Alabama defers to the federal government to the
Corps of Engineers. The Corps of Engineers has a very
circuitous approach to this where they refer a lot to the
local governments. I couldn’t find anything that
delineated a buffer zone for wetlands, nor could I find any
information that prescribed vegetation or plant life
documentation for sensitive vegetation or sensitive
animals. Those are my gquestions. How do we delineate what
that buffer zone is? Is it an arbitrary number that we
use, or do we have a set rule that we go by that is
published and available for these types of developments?

Do we have a procedure for establishing the plant life and
animal life in the area to make sure that we’re not further
endangering something that may already be endangered? In
addition to that, the plat we have only shows two (2) lots,
which are fifty-six (56) to fifty-seven (57) acres each.
There’s no definition of what the plan development is. Is
it multi-family? Is it single-family dwellings? There’s
no infeormation that I see that was provided to us that
defines what that development even would intend to be.
Those are my questions. I’d like more information. I’'d
like to understand how the buffer zone is defined and see
that properly delineated on the plat, not just the wetlands
itself, but also the property buffers.
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President Hudson: Absolutely. Okay, Mr. Wilson, we
have Matthew Barclift, Engineering Development Manager, who

is going to hopefully give us the answers to your
questions.

Matthew Barclift, Engineering Development Manager:
The property and the subdivision he is talking about are
enabling the developer to work through another multi-phase
development. This is going to be part of Valor Ridge,
another single-family home type development. He will get
another notification with the preliminary approval for the
phases of Valor Ridge. It would then show where the houses
are and where the streets will be in that development.
Right now, Mobile County Subdivision Regulations require a
buffer within the Big Creek Watershed. The new ones we'’ve
sent out for comment will be more comprehensive in the
buffer they require around wetlands. The wetlands are
generally delineated by a professional that the developer
hires. As part of that delineation, I'm given to
understand that plant life is looked at as one of the
categories for wetlands. With regard to the animals or any
wildlife, I'm not sure of any jurisdiction we have over any
other endangered species. We need to reach out to U.S.
Fish and wWildlife to be able to determine those things.
Large developments like this, we have no zoning.
Oftentimes, we may not know. In this case, we do, because
they’ve bkeen planning with the County for several months.
We may not know what kind of development is coming in
there. We can’t limit or restrict the development because
we do not have zoning in the unincorporated areas of Mobile
County.

President Connie Hudson: Do you know what’s being
planned? What type of development?

Matthew Barclift: Single-family.

President Hudson: Single-family? How many
single-family residences?

Matthew Barclift: I would have to go back and look at
my list and see. We will have another notification. The
Commission will have the cpportunity to approve ancther
preliminary plat for each of the individual sections that
are being broken out at this time. They’'re doing this in
an effort to be able to close and purchase the property and
get the agreements in place prior to the beginning of the
development.

President Hudson: Who has responsibility for signing
off as far as the plan for implementing the plan in terms
of the wetland area and making sure that the sensitive
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areas are, according to the professional’s opinion,
maintained and there’s no harm done? I think that was
Mr. Wilson’s concern is that these areas are preserved as
they are supposed to be.

Matthew Barclift: We will look at the plat, and we
will make sure they got them properly delineated and
buffered. The Corps of Engineers actually has jurisdiction
over the protecticon of the wetlands and the uses and the
mitigaticn of any that they may have to deal with in the
course of construction.

President Hudson: Okay. The Corps of Engineers is
very specific on their requirements, as we know, because
we’ve had to deal with them on multiple occasions.

Matthew Barclift: Yes, ma’am. Even the County gets
to deal with the Corps of Engineers.

President Hudson: Right, in the same way, the
citizens do.

Matthew Barclift: The staff and I will be more than
happy to meet with him te try to answer any particular
concerns he has. I believe the developer would be okay
with us sharing with him some of the preliminary drawings
on the units.

President Hudson: Okay. He mentioned there were only
two (2) subdivided lots. This calls for three (3). I
don’t know how you obtained them. Were they sent out with
the notice?

Matthew Barclift: If he requested a copy of the plat,
we would have provided what is in your book.

President Hudson: Ckay.

Commissioner Merceria Ludgood: He was speaking to Two
Ridge in District 3, not Bentley’s Cove.

President Hudson: Okay.

Sharee Broussard, Public Affairs Director: My
apolcgies. I stated the wrong one.

President Hudson: OQOkay. Gotcha.
Sharee Broussard: Thank you.

President Hudson: Yes, two (2) lots. I was looking
at the wrong one. Okay. I would appreciate it if you met
with Mr. Wilson. The developer has met all of the
requirements as far as what they’re submitting of
information to the County?
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Matthew Barclift: Yes, ma’am. Our review indicates
it meets the Mobile County Subdivision Regulations.

President Hudson: COkay. Legally speaking, I guess
we’'re in the same boat as our previous conversation. As

long as they have met all of the requirements. Is this one
time sensitive? We could wait for two (2) weeks, or you
tell me. Is this the same situation?

Matthew Barclift: This one is a little different
because it is a preliminary final. If the Commission
approves this one, the County Engineer will sign it, and
they will be able to record it. There is always a time
sensitive issue with developers in terms of their set
closing dates in anticipation of Commission approval.
Closing dates may get pushed. There may be additional
costs incurred by developers or property owners.

President Hudson: Does that create a legal issue, Jay
Ross, County Attorney?

Jay Ross, County Attorney: I think any delay starts
to create a legal issue.

President Hudson: OQOkay.

Jay Ross: Trying to impose conditions that are not
specifically set forth in our policies. That provides us
by State of Alabama statute great legal issues. I think a
short-term postponement to try to get cooperation from
other jurisdictions is fine, but the longer you wait, the
higher the risk is of you having legal problems.

President Hudson: Okay. If this is approved today,
you will meet with Mr. Wilson to answer all of his
questions and make sure he has the correct plat with
everything?

Matthew Barclift: Yes, ma’am. The Commission will
have the opportunity to see this again as one or both of

these lots of Two Ridge are further developed.

President Hudson: Got it. Okay. Thank vyou.

Sharee Broussard, Public Affairs Director:
Commissioners, we have a request from the floor. The
developer of Longmire Trail Subdivision would like to
speak. He hasn’t signed in.

Commissioner Randall Dueitt: That’s back to Agenda
Item #3572
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Sharee Broussard: Right.

President Connie Hudson: Do you ocbject?
Commissioner Dueitt: I don’t object.
Commissioner Merceria Ludgood: I don’t object.
President Hudson: Okay.

Steve Harbin, Forestar Real Estate Group, Inc.:
Thank you, Commissicners. Good morning. T didn’t know
anyone was going to speak, so I didn’'t know I needed to
sign in. Thank you. I am the development director for
Forestar Real Estate Group, Inc. I live at 6362 March
Road, Theodore, Alabama 36582. Commissioner Dueitt, I am
also in your district. I don’t live too far from this
development, so I understand the concerns of traffic. I
drive through this area every day just about. I want to
ask 1if you could reconsider taking this off the table today
for the preliminary plat approval, because we have a
closing coming up. Due toc us working through things, our
time is running very crucial to this. The owners may be a
little upset we are getting kind of delayed. Two (2) weeks
from now won’t be right at it, but we’ve got time to get
paperwork and that kind of stuff. I wanted to let you know
that. We are kind of in a time crunch a little bit with
this one. I wanted to present that. I also wanted to
clarify they said forty (40) acres, this is an eighty (80)
acre tract. The two hundred nineteen (219) single-family
houses are on eighty (80) acres, not forty (40) acres.
That’s the reason for the wetlands, the large wetland area
being preserved, and large green spaces for a playground
and different things like that. We’re trying to bring a
community, not a subdivision. We'’re wanting to build
communities for Mobile County.

Commissioner Dueitt: I appreciate you coming, and I
appreciate you speaking. Obviously, the people I have made
a promise to that I would hold this over have already left.
I understand your situation, but I don’t think there’s
going to be a whole lct of delay after the next two (2)
week meeting. I apologize, but if you had spoken before,
maybe we could have worked this out. I think we have
already set up meetings with them, and I’'d prefer to stick
to what I told them I would do. That’s to hold this over.

Steve Harbin: Okay. I understand.

Commissioner Dueitt: We will, and I'm assuming and am
pretty sure from what I hear from Matthew Barclift,
Engineering Development Manager, and W. Bryan Kegley II,
County Engineer, that this will ultimately end up on the
next agenda as an agenda i1tem at the next meeting.
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Steve Harbin: Okay.

Commissioner Dueitt: If it does come to that, I’11l
try to have it at the conference. We could possibly vote
on it at the conference, which would be about five (5) days
before the regular meeting.

Jay Ross, County Attorney: May 5, 2022, and the
regular meeting on May 9, 2022.

Commissioner Dueitt: I apologize for any
inconvenience this may cause you. Can I ask you one
gquestion, though? Typically, D.R. Horton does not build
private road subdivisions. Is there a reason why this one
is dedicated as a private road subdivision?

Steve Harbin: Yes, sir. We went through with ocur
consultant. Dewberry Engineering is our consultant for
this.

Commissioner Dueitt: Yeah.

Steve Harbin: There is some drainage that we’re
trying -to do. Some of the drainages are not getting out
guite guick enough. Not the whole subdivision, but there
are sections, so it needs to be private.

Commissioner Dueitt: Yeah. That’s your prerogative.
Steve Harbin: Right.

Commissioner Dueitt: T won’t say hate, but I dislike
private road subdivisions simply because I’'m dealing now,
and I'm sure you are as well, with subdivisions that were
built twenty (20} to twenty-five (25) years ago on the same
model that is private road subdivisions. I talked to a
gentleman yesterday who lives in a similar situation where
twenty (20) years ago, he was young, and he was excited
about buying a new house. He didn’t really take into
consideration what was a private road subdivision. Now
that they’re having issues, there are about forty (40)
houses in this private road subdiwvision, and they can’t
afford to come up with the money to resurface their road.

It becomes an 1issue down the road. That’s why I wanted to
ask. I read that this is a private road subdivision.
Steve Harbin: Yes, sir. We have been addressing that

as far as private rocads and that kind of stuff. If you
would like to schedule a meeting with ourselves and the
Engineering Department to see if we can come up with
something, I’d be more than happy to sit down. No matter
what, we’re building it to Mobile County specifications.

Commissioner Dueitt: Yeah.
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Steve Harbin: We’re not doing anything. We are
building this tc Mobile County specifications. We have to
have home warranties no matter what. We are building this
to Mobile County specifications.

Commissioner Dueitt: Sounds good.

Steve Harbin: If we want to sit down, try to have a
meeting, and try to come up with some things that we could
do, we’d be more than happy to sit down and do that.

Commissioner Dueitt: Thank you for being here.

Steve Harbin: Yes, sir. Thank you.

W. Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer: Commissioners,
holding this over to the next working session, which will
be May 5, 2022, will give us just enough dates. Ten (10)
days. We'll get the notices out this afternoon.

Commissioner Dueitt: Thank you. I appreciate it. I
had given my word to those people that I would hold this
over, and I don’t want to change that now that they’re
gone.

President Hudson: Alright.

Commissioner Dueitt: Thank you.

Sharee Broussard, Public Affairs Director: We have
three (3) representatives from Volkert, Inc. to talk about
the Agenda Add-On Item #4, American Rescue Plan Act (ARPA).

President Connie Hudson: Okay. Did you want to
explain 1it?

E. Edwin Kerr, Deputy County Administrator: The
Commission will be considering a project list that we will
provide to Volkert, Inc. to move to the next phase to get
projects funded. We asked Volkert, Inc. to come and give a
little update this morning on how we got to this process,
the application process, and the vetting process that was

able to put eligible projects in front of the Commission
for consideration.

President Hudson: This 1s relative to American Rescue
Plan Act (ARPA) funding. Good morning.

Laura Russell, Volkert, Inc.: I have two (2) people
from Horne, LLC with me here. We were contracted in August
2021 to provide program management and administrative
services for the Coronavirus State and Local Fiscal
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Recovery Funds for the American Rescue Plan Act (ARPA).
Mobile County was allocated eighty million two hundred
sixty thousand dollars ($80,260,000.00) to respond to the
COVID-19 Pandemic while investing in initiatives for a
strong economic recovery and reducing demand for state
taxpayer dollars used for recovery efforts. Our goal is to
assist the County Commissioners and staff in applying the
United States Department of Treasury and other statutory
requirements to the County allocation to assure that money
is appropriately allocated and that program allocations are
properly documented and managed. The United States
Department of Treasury published the final rule in January
2022. With the help of staff and County Commissioners, we
used a multi-step data-driven process to identify the use
of funds, which included identifying Mobile County's
priorities related to the COVID-19 Pandemic, and building
guideposts to ensure Mobile County's priorities align with
the proper use of funds. We held a public comment period
to seek public input and use of funds. The public input
resulted in over one hundred forty-six (146) responses,
while the Facebook post reached twenty-one thousand
(21,000) people and received one hundred sixty-four (164)
engagements. Proposals were submitted from agencies,
non-profit organizations, and private entities for projects
funding, which resulted in over two hundred thirteen (213)
applications received. The funding request totaled four
(4) times more than the allocation. A multi-part
application review process was conducted on all two hundred
(200) plus applications to ensure proper justification of
the updated treasury guidance and alignment of Mobile
County priorities. During the review process, we
identified over three hundred sixty-two million dollars
(8362,000,000.00) that were eligible for funds, and one
hundred eighty-five million dollars ($185,000,000.00) were
in alignment with American Rescue Plan Act (ARPA)
priorities. We have helped Mobile County identify a list
of projects to move forward into an additional phase of the
review, which consists of roughly sixty-one million dollars
($61,000,000.00) in funds. Do you want me to go through
the list?

E. Edwin Kerr: 1’11 read it.
Laura Russell: Okay.

President Hudson: Well, thank you very much. We
appreciate all of the work. It has been quite
comprehensive, I think. I’'m really proud of the process.
This is like the first time of inventing the wheel in some
respects. We have not had this amount of money from the
federal government for that specific purpose before. We
wanted to make sure, first of all, that we had community
input. That was very important to us. I think we have
achieved that. I think the numbers prove that. It was an
exhaustive amount of work to go through all the
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applications and then make sure they met the United States
Department of Treasury guidelines. A lot of them did, but
a lot of them did not. Those that did not were eliminated.
Tt was the task of going through those that did and
determining what were the highest priorities and what would
have the most impact on the community, particularly in
light of trying to deal with the COVID-19 Pandemic issue,
the after-effects, the aftermath of that, and what would
have the most impact. I feel good about the process, where
we are, and the work that’s been done. I just want to say
thank you to Volkert, Inc. and thank you to ocur staff and
our administration, Glenn L. Hodge, County Administrator,
E. Edwin Kerr, Deputy County Administrator, and Dana
Foster—-Allen, Finance Director, and everybody really. It’'s
been a team effort here to reach a consensus to be able to
narrow all of that down to the amount of money that’s
available to us. I think we have done a good job.

Laura Russell: The staff has been a great help to us.

President Hudson: Wonderful. Thank you. I know that
E. Edwin Kerr, Deputy County Administrator, has the list of
projects in Tier 1. We have Tier 1 and Tier 2 projects. I
think it’s worthy of mentioning we had a lot of projects
that were submitted that were infrastructure, water, and
sewer projects. We have decided to delay those because we
are anticipating there will be some State of Alabama
funding available for infrastructure, water, and sewer
projects. We are holding those as Tier 2. We are awaiting
word from the State of Alabama on that. What you’ll hear
today in the Tier 1 group is they don’t include
infrastructure, water, and sewer projects. That is the
reason.

Laura Russell: Thank you.
